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YF we could live in a total {eelufion from the world, 
occupied only by our ftudies, we might pafs in fi- 
lence the convulfions of nations, and mark only the 
ftate of letters; but, being engaged to read and re- 
ort the publications of the day, even our ftudies 
Praatiaady recall us to the exigencies of the times, and 
we areamong the firft to rejoice or lament with our coun- 
trymen at their profperous or threatening afpect. In the 
prefent ftate of things; if we could feize the lyre of 
Tyrtaus, we would ftrike its boldeft notes, to ani- 
mate our countrymen. to deeds worthy of their ancient 
glory; trufting that, when they fhould have per- 
formed achievements fit to be recorded, we fhould 
have to praife hiftorians and poets worthy of the acts 
they had tocelebrate; == _§s—| 
Dignos laude viros Mafa vetat mori. 


We mutt turn, however, from patriotic wifhes, to 
the proper fubject of our Preface. 


DiviniryY. 


_ After an interval little fuited to the wifhes of Eng- 
lifh ftudents, from 1793 to 1801, Mr. Mar/b has, in 
fome meafure, completed his work on Michaelis’s In- 
troduétion; -that is, he has finifhed the /éranflation, 
though not his own. proportion of Notes. Our ac- 
count of the fecond Part of this work.was begun in a 
former volume*, and with very cordial commendation

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of it. We continued our praife in the prefent vo- 
lume*, accompanied with a partial diffent from the 
opinion of the very able tranflator, on an hypothefis 
introduced by him. Our diffent was ftrengthened 
by the arguments of a learned and acute, though ano- 
nymous writert, who exprefsly oppofed the fenti- 
ments of Mr. Marfh. Imthis oppofition there would 
be no kind of evil, were it not the cuftom of aurhors. 
to confider a difference of opinion, however refpect- 
fully expreffed, as a perfonal attack or injury. We 
regret that this fhould be the cafe; but we mufttake 
human nature as it is. Michaclis himfelf, who can 
no longer refent an opinion, has met alfo with an 
opponent on this occafion, in another anonymous 
writer, who has moft powertully fupported the Au- 
thenticily and Infpiration of ibe Apocalypfe, in Fen Let- 
ters on the fubjetT. They are addreffed to Mr. 
Marfh, to whom the tafk of performing the fame 
fervice more completely is, with great propriety, af- 
figned. He had long ago appeared as a defender of 
ihe Books of Mojes§, in a tract which, though lefs pros 
found than his other works, is well calculated to pro- 
duce its due effect,and has lately been republifhed. The 
publication of the Deaz of Peterborough||, proving the 
Articles of our church not to be Cal viniftical, is noticed 
by us, in our account of two works which maintain 
the oppofite opinion; an opinion, diligently revived 
of late, but long ago refuted, in a mafterly manner, 
by Bifhop Bull. The Harmonia Apoftohca of that 
learned Bifhop has therefore, with great judgment, 
been tranflated and illuftrated by the Rev. T.. Wilkin- 
forG. The Calvinifts, as long as they had a hope of 
procuring an alteration in our Articles, conformable 
to their opinions, laboured hard to: effe@ it; thaec 
chance being over, they now endeaveur to perfuade 
us that they are already Calviniftical, and confe~ 
quently that their former efforts were fuperfluous.

Dr. Saudford’s Leé&ures on the Epiftles* received our 
commendation, as well as a fet ot Sermons by the 
{ame author}; his title of D. D. was acquired in the 
interval between thefe publications. We fhould be 

lad if we could recommend without referve D. 
Simpfon's Plea for Religion{; it has in it, however, 
too much that is valuable to fuffer us to pals it by in 
filence. To make a work of great excellence ftill 
more acceffible, Mr. Clapbam has employed his time 
in abridging the Bifhop of Lincoln’s Elements of 


Chriftian Theolog y§; and he has performed the tafk 


with diligence and judgment. 
Of collected volumes of Sermons, our prefent lift 
offers but a few; among which, we give the firft 
lace, without hefitation, to thofe of Mr. Gifbornel). 
The heart muft be cold which is not moved by them, 
nor fheuld we admire the head which was impenetra- 
ble to rheir arguments. Phe pofthumous Sermons 


of Dr. Stevens§ are alfo of confiderable value; and 


the difcourfes of Dr. Gardiner** will perhaps be read 
with little lefs fatisfaction than they were originally 
heard, from the pulpit of a well-attended chapel. 
Between volumes thus collected, and difcourfes fing! 
publifhed, the work of Mr. Pattefontt forms a kind 
of connecting link. The Sermon is only one; but 
the Effays fubjoined as notes are thirty.three, which, 
being for the mott part on fubjects of an interefting 
kind, form a publication well calculated to detain the 
{tudious reader, and employ his thoughts to advan- 
tage. 

We turn, at length, to Sermons fingly publithed, 
of which fo many have been noticed in the prefent 
volume, that we muft felect even from the felect, to 
make our prefentenumeration, The two Sermons of 
the Bifbop of Bangor, noticed together{{, but publifhed 
at different times, the one on ¢he Utility of Creeds, the

flowed. We have alfo two productions of the Bifhop 


of Landaff, which demand our renewed attention. 


The former, a Sermon on tbe Evidences of Revealed Re- 
ligion*, preached at the London Hofpital; the other, 
a Charge to the Clergy of Landaff t, arguing the necef- 
fity of religious fanctions to fociety, and the advan- 
tages of an eftablithed religion to a Chriftian fociety. 
Both are of confiderable value. Mr. Burgefs, whofe 
various merits are now rewarded, no lefs honourably 
o the patron than to him, with a feat on the epifco- 
pal bench, publithed, early in the prefent year, a dif- 
courfe on Ciar:tyt, which we characterized with 
yultice as an univerfal manual of that duty. We 
have {eldom feen fo much compreffed, within the 
compafs of a modern Sermon. * an exhortation of 
great precifion and force, Mr. Cooper§ warns the Clergy 
again{t the errors of enthufiafm, on the one hand, and 
the danger of receding, in any degree, from the truth, 
inthe oppolite extreme. The cautions are well ftated, 
and certainly are not fuperfluous. Though we haften 
to the clole of this fection, we muft not omit to men- 
tion fuch difcouries as that of Mr. Howley, at the 
confecration of the Bifhop of Gloucefter], “Mr. Law 
for the fons of the'Clergy@, and Mr. Hall on the fub- 
ject of Wat**. For reafoning, for eloquence, or for 
both, they are all confpicuous, and deferve to rank 
among the beft product ions of the kind. 
ln a clafs by irfelf! we mutt place the excellent 
Corn: 10 « ad Gierum ot Archdeacon Pott ; to clear argu. 
ment, and fo aks theology, partly on the fubject of the 
Calvi Hitt ic difpute already alluded to, it adds the me- 
rit of timple and unaflected Latinity, adapted no lefs 
to the nature of the compolition, than the topics 
were to the times.

There can be no doubt that to this clafs belong Mr. 
Pearfon’s Annotations on Paley*; but our mention of 
that work recals the name of “* Remarks on the theory 
of Morals,’ by the fame author, which, by fome-ac- 
cident, has been paffed by. It preceded in time, and 
fhould therefore have been firft noticed. Treatifes on 
Education we have ufually confidered as a branch 
ef morals; but, wherever claffed, Dr. Barrow's Effayt 
on that fubject muft be confidered as a work of fin- 
gular merit. dt is more practical, and lefs indebted 
to fancy, than fuch books have ufually been ; the refult 
of excellent judgment, improved by long experience: 
Carrying on education to the ftudies of the College, 
Mr. Kett’s Elements of general Knowledge}, feem almoft 
infeparable from the foregoing; the work is equally 
the refult of much experience, and attracts by the cle- 
grance as well as by the folidivy of its information, 
Asa work of a minor clafs, Mrs. Helme’s book, er- 
titled Maternal Infirufion§, may be mentioned; it ex- 
hibits much affiduity of reading, applied to a very 
ufeful purpofe, that of ftrengthening the youthful 
mind. 


Law. 


We were pleafed with the perufal of certain Laz 
Effays, by Mr. W. D. Evans\, as calculated to im- 
prove the ftudent, and evincing original thought in 
the writer; but we have not yet heard of any conti- 
nuation of them. Of lefs originality, but not with- 
out its profeffional ufe, is Nir. Serjeant’ Marfhall’s 
treatife on the Lave of Infurance. ‘Phe learned Ser- 
yeant had, in Mr. Park, a predeceffor, who left little

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to be added to his labours, and ftill lefs to be contra- 
verted of his doctrines. A {mall but ufeful work, on 
the Duties of a Conftlable*, proceeded from the pen of 
Mr_Colqubsun. That active and enquiring magiftrate, 
beginning with a particular object, extended his de- 
fign till he rendered his book of general benefit. 
Mr. Moore’s ftatement of the Ca/e of the London Clerg yt, 
contains a fair account of the law as it ftands, and a 
ftrong plea to the legiflature to amend, in that in- 
ftance, the provifions of it. Sir £. Eden’s tract on 
Friendly Societies} may be confidered as a propofal for 
a benevolent law, hereafter to be further digefted, 
Our retrofpect does not at prefent fhow us any other 
works of confequence, connected with the fubject of 


Law. 


PoLitics. 


The fpeculations of Sir Francis D’ Ivernois, on the 
general politics of Europe, have always deferved at. 
tention. In his work on she Five Promifes of the 
firft Conful§, he confidered the peace then fubfifting 
as an experiment, the durvtion of which was likely te 
be very thort ; unhappily, its duration was even lefs 
than he appeared to apprehend, and the whole of 
Europe is again difturbed by the ambiticn of one man, 
On the internal politics of this country, we have not 
much, nor ‘hat of primary importance in the com- 

fs of the prefent volume. The Minifter’s: able 
ened of our financial fituation, in December, 
1$02]} 1s even now fatisfactory, though we have been 
compelled to renew our expences, and to fubmit to 
addicjonal burdens, for the fake of ftill higher in- 
terefts. To the Memoirs of this Admtnifiration9, we 
could h ave wifhed that a renewal of War had not been 
deftined to he added; but we truft that a fhort pe-

riod of patriotic energy and exertion will reftore to 
us the bleffings that are for the prefent interrupted. 
On the circumftances of fome late elections, Mr. 
Bowles’s.valuable tracts* gave warning of the exiftence 
of a Jacobinical fpirit, which we hape will now be loft 
in the general feeling for our country. In this cafe, 
the haughty Corfican will prove as great an Anti- 
Jacobin here, as he has fhown himfelf in his own 
dominions. ‘The liberty to be enjoyed under his pro- 
teéion, would not be much to the tafte of any Englith- 
man, 


Hisrory. 


In the hiftory of paft times, let us take refuge from 
the hiftorical materials of the prefent; only hoping, 
that when our turn fhall come to be recorded, we 
fhall make, at leaft, as noble an appearance as our 
anceftors. The final ftruggle in the North of Britain 
for the caufe of the Stuart family had not, till lately, 
found a regular hiftorian ; when Mr. Fohn Homet, the 
well-known author of Douglas, undertook the tafk. 
In his narrative, he has been ftudious to record facts 
rather than opinions; and of his opportunities for in- 
veftigating the truth, no doubt can be entertained. 
A portion of Englifh Hiftory, {till nearer to our own 
times, has been undertaken by Mr. Adolphust ; but, 
as our account of his book is hitherto incomplete, we 
fhall fay no more at prefent than that it was high time 
to refcue the period he has taken from the hands of 
faction. The late Union with Ireland forms the fub- 
ject of Dr. Coote’s Hiftory§; nor can we doubt that 
it will always be confidered as an epoch very illuf- 
trious in the records of thefe iflands. The circum- 
ftances of the period when it happened powerfully 
recall to mind that verfe of our popular fong, which, 
we truft, will ever be prophetic:

gant in its “general form as inftructive In its materi- 
als; divided and illuftrated by the art of the writer, 

not by a ftiffand arbitrary rule. Sall, for their uti- 
lity, we with to fee fuch ee formed, as Dr. 
Henn y planned for Britain, and Mr. Ranken* bas be- 
gun for France. A vaft country, PR rss only in 

788, has already found anh iftorian in Mr. Collins, 
Ww hot: firft volume was formerly noticed by usf, and 
his fecondy{ very lately. Unpromiting as the begin- 
nines were, the feeds have gf rhaps been fown at fome- 
thing which the world will view hereafter with admi- 
ration. Let us not, ere we ‘clofe this article, omit to 
mention that narrative of our late Campa uen of Egypt, 
by Captain Walhk§, which ives sto animating a view 
of the effects of Britith valour. If fuch is our vigour 
at the extremities, what wall it be at the heart? The 
foe will furely experience to his coft, if he fhould dare 
to try. 


BiOGRAPHY. 


The life of a great ftatefman, from the very nature 
of its materials, approaches oo nearly to public hif 
tory, thar it is almoft doubtful where it fhould be 
> rbac ed. In Nir. Coxe’s Memoirs of: the two bro- 
thers, Sir Robert Walpolej, and Horatio Lord Wal- 
poee@, is jucluded a wide extent of Englith hiftery ;

{ion; and of Lord Howet+, whofe naval victories added 
new refpect and glory to his country. Biography is 
ever pleafing and important, while its topics are thus 
felected. > 


ANTIQUITIES. 


When a venerable antiquary, of the age of feventy. 

eight, undertakes a journey of fix hundred miles, in 
order to vilit on foot the remains of a Roman Wail, 

he certainly deferves to take the lead among the 
writers of that clafs. Such is Mr. W.. Hutton, F.A.S. 

whofe Hiftory of the Wall acrofs this ifland 1s en- 
livened by a very pleafing ‘mode of narration. Ina 
much more fplendid ftyle of illuftration, Dr. Whitaker 
gives his account of Clitheroe and lV/ba’ley§, on the bor- 
ders of Lancafhire and Yorkfhire. Wath a very few 
abatements, made for the want of fimplicity of lan- 
guage, and other points, not of the firft magnitude, 
Dr. Whitaker’s book will be received as a valuable 
acquifition. The fplendor of A/r. S. Ly/ons’s work 
on Hork/tow)|, confifting chiefly of delineations, re- 
commends it to particular notice. It forms part of 
a feries, which began with the Roman pavements at 
Woodchefterq, and will be extended to fimilar re- 
mains in other places. The name of Beauchief Abbey 
will {trike none but antiquaries; yet, in the hands of 
Dr. Pegge**, it became a fubject of curious enquiry, 
leading to the decection of fome popular errors. The 
town of St. David’s has been celebrated by Afr.

Charles Coatest. All thefe works may ferve to fhow 
how much refearch and diligence is required to il- 
luftrate even inconfiderable places by an account of 
their antiquities. 


"TRAVELS. 


If the world had all been defcribed, the narrations 
of travellers would not be the lefs written or the lefs 
read. Every man either fees new things or tells 
them in a new way; and the indolent reader (that is, 
yg out of s00) is fatisfied to be carried from 
place to place, without any perfonal fatigue. The 
Ottoman Empire, the fubje& of M. Oltvier'st vo- 
lumes, has been as much defcribed as any part what- 
ever; yet he muft-be a faftidious reader who turns 
from his account, in which there is much interfperfed 


that will not elfewhere be found. The voyage of 


Marchand round the world§ embraces, of courfe, a 
vait varicty of objects; and the obfervations of the 
editor, Fleurieu, introduce it with fome advantage. 
It is remarkat le, that this voyage and that of Bou- 
gainville are the only complete circumnavigations per- 
formed by French failors. Our ewn fettlements, and 
thofe of other European powers, in the Fatt Indies, 
are defcribed by M1. Graudpré|; and his work ts en- 
tertaining at leaft, if not of particular novelty. ‘Thus 
far we have only tranflations from foreign works ; 
and Mr. Acerbi’s§ is doubtlefs the fame, thou gh the 
hiftory of its compilation is not exatly told. Our 
opinion of it will be given in ductime. The late 
vilits of Our countrymen to France produced an. in- 
flux of defcriptions of that country. Of thefe we 
fhall at prefent mention only three. Thefe are, a few

Puilosopny. 


In the various branches of philofophical ftudy there 
ig an activity at prefent fubfifling throughout Europe, 
in which this country takes an honourable fhare. Ori- 
ginal works are formed, and the beft foreign publica- 
tions are made our own by tranflation. In the pre- 
fent arrangement, the Marhematical Treatifes of the 
Bifhop of St. Afapb& demand the firft place. They are 
fuch as ftudents have long wanted; but every teacher 
was not able to fupply. But Philofophy and Ma- 
thematics muft not be confined to ftudents only, they 
form alfo a moft liberal fource of amufement; and, 
after many imperfect attempts, Dr. Hutton fecms to 
have completed, on the foundation of Montucla and 
Ozanam, fuch a work of that kind] as will long be 
found fatisfactory. On chemical fcience, we have 
three great works in this volume, all tranflated from 
foreign languages. Thefe are, Klapi ‘olh’s Analytical 
Effaysq, Gren’s Principles of Modern Chemiftry**, and 
Lagrange’s Manual tt ; all evincing an accurate atten- 
tion to the {cience, and an extent of Knowledge in it, 
which are peculiar to modern times. 

A few {maller works remain, of very different claffes, 
which, for convenience fake, we muft bring together 
here. Mr. Mawe’sM ineralogy of Derbyfhire}}, though 
a fight work, 3s not without attraction or utility ; and 
the Natural Fk ftory of Volcanoes, as tranflated from 
the Abbe Ordinaire, collects many curious facts, and

An Englith Didicnary of Ornithology, by Mr. Mon- 
tagu*, prefents- tome advantages: to the ftudent which 
have never before been given in fuch a work; and 
Mr. Bent’s Meteorslogical ‘Fourna/t, as ufual, records 
the phanomena of the year connected with the wea- 
ther, and, we believe; with faichfulnefs. 


TRANSACTIONS OF SOCIETIES. 


Thefe, being various in their fubjects, we have 
fometimes referred to the clafs of Mifcellanics; but 
itis more for their dignity to be arranged together. 
To the very ufetul Society for ihe Encour wement of 
Arts, ManufaGures, &c. we have often given our tefti- 
mony of. praife, nor do we perceive any redfon to con- 
lider their 19th volume as at all inferior to thofe 
which have preceded. With the Tranfactions of the 
Royal Irifo Academy, accident has made us a fittle in 
arrear ; but we have now noticed their fixth volumes, 
and fhall proceed, ere long, with the reft. The 
Literary Fund has attracted our attention from the 
commencement of its career, and we are happy to 
have feen it rife, from very fimall beginnings, to a 
mott profperous {tate of refources. The laft report 
of its proceedings 1s particularly favourable}. 


MEDICINE. 


The philofophy of health, the moft important td 
be rendered perfect ; yet, in fome refpects, the leatt 
likely, fuffers not, however, by negle¢ It is a cafe 
of life and death with the practitioners, as well as 
with the patients, and is, therefore, certain to com- 
mand attention. Our prefent lift, however, 1s not 
particularly important. Among the medical books 
moit worthy of notice, we may mention Duncan’s

Fhe kdinburgh Pradice «f 
Phyfic\, a compilation naw carried to a contide rable

Of fmaller works, we ought not to omit Dr, R, 
Pearjon on the late Epidemic Catarrh)}, or influenza, or 
Dr. Hooper on the fame fubject. Mr. Power, a 
young (urgeon, has written onthe Ophtbalmiaof Egy; nf" . 


ma mene which does-credit to his profeflional rae 


Jents and diligence ; though the occafion for applying 
his remarks may not, perhaps, very fpeedily be re- 
newed. But the general rules for preferving health 
in hot climates muft be ever valuable to a nation of 
extended commerce, and in this point of view we 
recommend the Medical Directions of Dr. I inter- 
Lottumtt, drawn up in the colony at Sierra Leone. A 
tranflated work, from the French of Guy/on-Aforucautt, 
on the ufe of acid vapours again{t sie tit purfues a 
fubject well begun in this country by the experiments 
ot Dr. C. Smyth. 

Comparative Anatomy, one of the moft amufing and 
curious branches of enquiry connected with medical 
{cience, has been well illuftrated by the Lectures oi 
M. Cuvier, tranfated from the French$): and thus we 
clofe our medical fketch. 


PoETRY. 


Ie will not be fufpected that, through any want o% 
refpect for Poetry, we defer it ufually to the latter end 
of our Preface. We are at leaft fufficiently attached

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ro that delightful art; but though tafte fays one thing, 
reafon, with more authority, commands us to let the 
pleafing yield to the important and the ufeful. 

We did not at one time expect that the avowed 
writings of Chatterton, and thofe of the P/eudo- Rowley, 
would {o {oon be united in one collection, as the pro~ 
duclions of the fame pen; fo ftitfly was the argument 
maintained at firft, and not without ingenuity and 
learning. We rejoice, however, that Mr. Southey, in 
his edition*, has given this teftimony to what we 
have always confidered as the fact; and which he 
has alfo fupported by additional arguments. The 
collected works of the late Laureat, Mr. Wartont, 
will take their place of right in all future arrange- 
ments of Englith poetry; and the labours of Mr. 
Mant, in preparing the edition and the memoirs, will 
doubtlefs be repaid by the fuccefs ; unlefs, as may be 
the cafe, it was paid by anticipation. The poetical 
talents of Mr. Dermody{ were fuch, as to catite a juft 
regret for his death to thofe who had feen his writ- 
ings. The volume lately collected will convey the 
fame regret, wherever it fhall be taken up for the 
amufement of a leifure hour. Of original poetry we 
have, on this occafion, but little more to recommend. 
The Tales of Superftition will not difcredit the pen of 
M1/s Bannerman§, nor will require any emphatic praife 
to recommend them to thofe readers whofe imagina- 
tions are habituated to derive delight from that fa- 
fhionable ftimulus. A double teftimony is due to 
Dr. Booker, for his poem entitled Califta, or a Piclure 
of Modern Life], and for a {mall Co/leéiong , addrefied 
to Lord Dudley. Nor would we omit to fpeak of 
Mr. Hubbard’s Triumpbs of Poefy**, though we can- 
not place it onan equal footing with his {pirited pro- 
duction entitled Jacobinifmtt. The Argument of the 
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Foxiad* is at prefent a fingle inftance of political 
poctry, and is executed with no lirtle {pirit. 

That Mr. Boyd has now completed his tranflation 
of Dantet, according to his original plan, will be fa- 
tisfactory to multitudes, whom the fame of the Italian 
poet, or the merit of rhe firft volume, may have led 
to intereft themfelves for the undertaking. It was 
arduous in itfelf, but has been well performed. 

Two felections of Italian poetry demand our pre- 
{ent notice; the Componimenii Lirica, formed, arranged, 
and illuftrated by that able (cholar Mr. Mathias ; 
and the poetry of Lorenzo de’ Medicis and his fricnds§, 
brought forward by Italian editors, as a kind of fup- 
plement to the life of that illuftrious man. 

On the Drama it is beft to be filent. A collection 
of Dramatic Poems|, which we thought entitled to 
fome diftinction, is now faid to be the production of 
Mr. Chenevix. Yothis we again refer our readers, 
as a pleating and meritorious publication. 


NOVELS. 


For the clafs of Novels, we fcarcely reckon our- 
{elves refponfible. Though a good novel ranks,: in 
our opinion, very honourably amon the productions 
of Genius; the trath that is periodically manufactured, 
tor the fummer or winter markets, cannot eafily be 
read by perfons qualified to criticize. Of a very ‘dif. 
ferent kind is Mrs. ¢fl’s Infidel bather§, in which, 
asin her other works of fancy, the ingenious and 
fenfible author employs invention for its nob! eft ends, 
to difplay the wretchednefs of Vice, and ftimulate the 
reader tothe loveof Virtue and Religion. The Canter- 
bury Tales of the Mi/s Lees**, in feveral {ucceflive 
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volumes, have gained the attention of judicious 
readers, and done credit to the talents of the writers. 


MIscELLANIES. 


We mutt here, as ufual, bring ftrangers together, 
little likely to meet, except by accident. The Lec- 
tures on Painting, delivered at the Royal Academy, by 
Mr. Fufeli* are fuch, in point of critical merit, as 
to induce a wifh for their continuation. We have 
feldom felt the fame refpecting the author’s labours 
upon canvas. A pofthumous work of the late Zr. 
Pegge, entitled Anecdotes of the Englifa Languaget, does 
in truth contain many curious and amufing anecdotes, 
and keeps the reader throughout in excellent humour 
with the author. . Qn account of what is now intro- 
duced, as well asthe parts which had before been pub- 
lifthed, the A/:/cellamies of the late Daniel Webbt, have 
an honourable claim to notice. The tranflation of Varro 
on Agriculture, by Mr.-Owen§, muft depend for its cir- 
culation, partly on the prefent rage for that purfuit. 
There is clearly more attraction 1n it, than in cer- 
tain modern reports on local agriculture, at leaft as 
full.of mifchiet as of ufe. Ot Mr. Pinkerton’s Geo. 
graphy||, we thall {peak our fentiments hereafter. To 
Mr. Allwood’s Remarks on ourielves, what fhall we 
fay? ‘This only, that where difputants are fo fair, we 
honour them, even when we adopt not all their ideas. 

Of many of the books now mentioned, if not of 
all, we fay in the words of Quintilian, “ Erit hae 
quoque laus eorum, ut priores fuperafle, pofteros 
docuiile dicantur.”’ 
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
